3. PURPOSE OF THIS AMENDMENT: 


This Amendment will supersede Amendment No. 3 to 
the Official Plan of the Hamilton-Wentworth Planning Area

of the Hamilton-Wentworth Planning Area (Covering the Town- 
ship of Ancaster) which now lies within the Town of Dundas, 
and will also extend Official Plan proposals to that area 
of the Town of Dundas which was recently annexed from the 
Township of West Flamborough.

INTRODUCTION: 


This part of the Official Plan of the Hamilton- 
Wentworth Planning Area covers the Town of Dundas, 
and has been prepared from studies of the Town and 
the whole planning area, as a guide for the Plan- 
ning Board and Town Council in the exercise of the 
powers conferred upon them by the Legislature. It 
will also provide a framework within which private 
and public development proposals will be considered.

This Plan is intended to achieve an orderl 
efficient and economical pattern of growth; to arbi che 
best use of available land in such manner as to encourage 
harmony amongst various uses of land; to ensure a proper 
balance between residential, commercial and industrial 


development and to promote civic beauty and a pleasant 
environment. 


This Plan forms an integral part of the Official 
Plan of the entire Hamilton-Wentworth Planning Area and it 
has been prepared on the basis of information and surveys 
carried out for both the Planning Area and the Town of 
Dundas. It is intended to provide a framework within which 
the Town Council and the Planning Board may carry out suc- 
cessive and more detailed steps in the planning process 
through the exercise of powers conferred on them by pro- 
vincial legislation. 


It is also intended to be a guide to all public 
and private agencies concerned with development of the Town, 
and is an attempt to reduce the element of uncertainty as 
to the nature and sequence of urban expansion. 


This Plan forms a framework within which the 
Planning Board and Council will consider private and public 
development proposals and the effect of such proposals upon 
the Town and the Planning Area. 


This Plan is not to be considered as a means of 
restricting the use of land such as a zoning or restricted 
area by-law, but it directs the municipal council in its 
use of the relevant provisions of provincial legislation. 
Upon approval by the Minister, apart from any special Act, 
no public work shall be undertaken and no By-law shall be 
passed for any purpose that does not conform with the

This Plan, which supersedes all previous pro- 
posals for the area covered by this Plan, is based upon 
the following principles: 


(1) The Town of Dundas is part of the Metropolitan 
Hamilton Area and as such: 


(a) the extent and rate of its growth will be a 
function of the growth of the Metropolitan Area. 





(b) it will depend upon the City of Hamilton for its 
major economic and social facilities. 


(c) a large percentage of the Dundas labour force will 
continue to be employed in Hamilton. 


(d) it will continue to be secondary to Hamilton as an 
industrial and commercial centre. 


(2) The Town will continuc to function as a service centre 
for its own trade area. 


(3) The Town will maintain its political identity, and as 
long as the tax on real property is the chief source of 
revenue, the Town shall seck to maintain a satisfactory 
ratio between residential and non-residential assessment. 


(4) The Town's ultimate population within its present 
limits will be about 25,000. 


(5) There is an adequate supply of potable water, and 
sewage disposal facilities can be provided, for the 
anticipated population. 


(6) Residential development in the Town will be based 
upon the neighbourhood concept to provide a safe and con- 
venient environment. 


(7) This Plan is to be the subject of continuing review 
by the Hamilton-Wentworth Planning Area Board and the 


Town Council.

GENERAL LAND USE PLAN AND NEIGHBOURHOOD PLAN 


(A) RESIDENTIAL: 


(4) 


(43) 


Definition Shall mean that the predominant use of land in 
the area shall be for dwellings. Various types of dwel-— 
lings are included in this classification, but similar 
types shall be located together so that there shall be no 
indiscriminate mixing of the various types. The classifi- 
cation shall also permit uses which are compatible to 
dwellings and which are necessary to serve adequately the 
surrounding dwellings, such as schools, neighbourhood parks, 
churches and public utilities. Small individual retail 
stores and conversions from residential dwellings to retail 
stores may also be permitted as isolated units and shall 
not require an amendment to the Official Plan, provided 
that the principles governing Neighbourhood Commercial uses 
are applied as specified under that heading. 


Neighbourhood Commercial uses will also be permit- 
ted in residential areas, provided that the principles 
governing such uses are applied as specified under that 
heading. 


Existing individual retail stores, or other commer- 
cial uses within the residential areas designated on 
Schedule "B", General Land Use Plan, which, in the opinion 
of the Council, comply in intent with the principles set 
out in the Neighbourhood Commercial classification for new 
Neighbourhood Commercial uses, shall be zoned commercial in 
the Zoning By-law. All other stores and commercial uses in 
any specific residential area or neighbourhood shall be 
considered as non-conforming uses and shall be zoned as 
residential in the Zoning By-law. 


In the case of public utilities and similar uses, 
these facilities shall be so treated as to be in keeping 
with the general character of surrounding buildings and 
structures and landscape features. 


Notwithstanding the foregoing, a public or private 
parking lot serving one or more commercial or public uses 
which are located in the General Commercial Area may be 
permitted in that part of the Central Neighbourhood lying 
between Park Street and the General Commercial Area between 
Albert Street and Cross Street, providing, however, that 
adequate buffering is provided on such parking lot adjacent 
to any residential use. Such buffering may include the 
provision of grass strips, trees, shrubs, or other 
suitable screening material.

Neighbourhood Standards Schedule "D", Neighbourhood Plan, 
indicates, by means of a cartogram within each residential 
neighbourhood, the following:

minimum acreage of public school sites.

The standards for parks and schools shown in the 
cartogram in the "Central" neighbourhood are designed to 
accommodate the anticipated residential development in the 
General Commercial Area in addition to the development 
within the neighbourhood proper. 


The acreages shown for commercial, parks and public 
school purposes in the cartograms are based upon standards 
deemed desirable to serve adequately the neighbourhood at 
the densities shown, and are the acreages required when 
the neighbourhood is fully developed. 


The figures shown in the cartograms are intended 
for guidance and minor adjustments may be made in them so 
long as the general intent and purpose of the official 
plan are maintained. 


Policy In considering the specific location of parks, 
schools, or small individual retail stores or conversions, 
the Planning Board and Council shall have regard to the 
following: - 


1) The physical suitability of the site for the proposed

2) The location in respect to:- 


(a) adequacy of the established or proposed street 
system. 

(b) the convenience and accessibility of the site for 
both vehicular and pedestrian traffic from the 
neighbourhood served.

At present, only one neighbourhood, University 
Gardens, contains a built-up Neighbourhood Commercial centre. 
This centre has an acreage of 0.4 acres and is designated

posed in this neighbourhood because of the proximity of the 
University Plaza Shopping Centre and the design and extent 
of development existing in the neighbourhood.

({E) INDUSTRIAL; 


Definition Industrial means that the predominant use of land 
n € areas so designated shall be for manufacturing ,proces-

commercial use incidental to such manufacturing, processing 
or storing. This classification may include other uses that 
are compatible with Industrial uses, are necessary to serve 
the needs of the community, and will not contribute to the 
depreciation or deterioration of the value and amenities of 
the Industrial Area. Except as otherwise specifically provided 
herein, such compatible uses may include storage warehouses, 
storage yards, road and rail freight terminals, builders! and 
contractors! depots, repair garages, automobile service sta- 
tions, banks, restaurants, public or semi-public uses and 
public utilities, but it shall not include residential uses.

The area in the North-West and Central sections of 
Town are old established industrial districts. The third area, 
to be known as the York Road Industrial Area, is located in 
the North-East section of Town and comprises vacant land 
recently annexed from the Township of West Flamborough. 


Polic Where the York Road Industrial Area abuts a residen- 
tial area either existing or proposed or is separated from a 
residential area by a road only, in the development of any 
industrial site buildings shall be set back a distance not less 
than 100 feet from any abutting lot line and the intervening 
land shall not be used for any industrial purpose. This inter- 
vening land shall be landscaped in a suitable manner, which 

may include the provision of trees, shrubs and grass strips, 
and the ares concerned shall be maintained in perpetuity by the 
industrial undertaking. 


The lands bounded by Park Street, Brock Street, James 
Street, the Spencer Creek, and the lands of the Dundas High 
School, shall be provided only for light industrial uses, such 
uses to be wholly enclosed in buildings without any outside 
storage.

open to the general public or will be purchased by the 
municipality. At any particular time if proposals to develop 
any such lands that are under private ownership are made and 
the municipality does not wish to purchase such lands in 
order to maintain the open space, then an application for the 
redesignation of such lands for other purposes will be given 
due consideration by the municipality. 


Area Schedule "B" General Land Use Plan, indicates 
four Open Space areas. Two of these areas are Community 
Parks, namely, the Dundas Driving Park and the Dundas Arena. 
The park adjacent to Morton Park Survey (Reg. Plan 1048), 
and the small park at the junction of King Street and York 
Road, are Neighbourhood Parks. 


Schedule "D" Neighbourhood Plan indicates by 
means of a cartogram the acreage to be provided for Neighbour- 
hood Parks within each residential neighbourhood. 


(iii) Policy Neighbourhood Parks to serve the residential

areas in a ratio of 2s acres per 1000 population shall be 
acquired by the Town primarily by means of the five percent 
dedication area pursuant to Section 28 of The Planning Act. 


This Plan also proposes an additional 24 
acres per 1000 population for Community Open Space. 


Amendment No amendment shall be required to allow any 
public authority to acquire or use any land within the Town 
for Open Space purposes. 
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(G) CONSERVATION: 


(i) Definition Means the predominant use of land in the area 
shall be for conservation, open space or recreational pur- 


poses. This classification shall also permit the erection 
of buildings or structures which are accessory to these uses. 


Where any lands designated for Conservation 
on Schedule "B", General Land Use Plan, are under private 
ownership, this plan does not indicate that this land will 
necessarily remain as conservation land indefinitely nor 
shall it be considered as implying that Conservation areas 
are free and open to the general public or will be purchased 
by the municipality. At any particular time if proposals to 
develop any such lands thot are under private ownership are 
made and the municipality, Conservation Authority or other 
public agency, does not wish to purchase such lands in order 
to maintain the Conservation area, then an application for 
the redesignation of such lands for other purposes will be 
given due consideration by the municipality. 


(ii) Area Schedule "B", General Land Use Plan, indicates 
approximately 1100 acres of conservation land. These lands 
are within the flood plains of the rivers and streams or are 
lands that, by way of soil characteristics or grade, require 
Special care or treatment to maintain their stability. 


Those lands which are owned by the Royal 
Botanical Gardens, within the limits of the Town, are de- 
signated conservation. 


(iii)Policy it is intended that all of the major valley 
lands and several of the minor ravines leading into the 
valleys, together with the escarpment, will be kept free of 
urban development. In the lands which are not ultimately to 
be acquired, and pending acquisition of those lands which 
are to go into public ownership, control to accomplish the 
purposes of flood control and conservation is proposed. 


It is intended that subdivision control and 
restrictive legislation will ensure that conservation re- 
quirements are observed. It is not intended that all of the 
lands which lie between the top of the banks and the bottom 
of valleys will be excluded from subdivision. However, 
restrictions will be applied to prevent the erection of 
buildings and structures, the removal of trees, sod, turf or 
soil as well as the deposit of fill or any alteration of 
natural contours in a manner unacceptable to the Conservation 
Authority.

oy MAJOR STREET PLAN 


Schedule "C", Major Street Plan, is intended 
to serve primarily as a guide to the Planning Board and the 
Council in acquiring land for the improvement of the Town's 
network of main roads. 


The Major Street Plan shows the streets which 
are proposed for widening, and where the ultimate width can 
be determined, this right-of-way has been shown. 


When current studies being undertaken within 
the planning area are finalized, it is anticipated that ad- 
ditional proposals will be included within this Plan by means 
of an amendment. 
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Coustruction of additionai water distribution 
facilities by the Public Utilities Commission of the Town of 
Dundas will be undertaken concurrently with development, and 
within the Town's financial resources. 


It shall be the policy of the Council to en- 
sure that no urban development shall be undertaken without 
municipal water supply, sanitary sewers, and adequate storm 
drainage facilities. 


The staging of development within the Town 
shall be determined by the logical sequence of extending 
trunk sewers, and the Town's financial resources. 


As set forth in Section 7 "Implementation" 
it shall be the policy of Council to zone in can agricultural 
category such lands within the creas designated residential 
which cannot be provided with satisfactory municipal services 
or which, if developed at that time, would adversely affect 
the sound beiance between residential and commercial-indus- 
trial assessment or the Town's financial resources. 
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T IMPLEMENTATION 


This Plan is to be implemented by a com- 
prehensive zoning by-.aw, a revised subdivision control by- 
law covering the ent*.c Town, and by public works which shall 
be carried out in conformity with the plan. 


a) Zoning At this time there is no Zoning By-law covering 
the entire Town. Upon approval of this Plan by the Minister 
a comprehensive Zoning By-law will be prepared delineating 
land use zones throughout the Town, and establishing standards 
such as lot coverage, yard requirements, off-street parking 
requirements, etc. 


All areas shown for urban development in 
Schedule "B", General Land Use Plan, will not be zoned en- 
tirely for urban development. Until the need arises, and 
until satisfactory municipal services can be provided and 
other municipal requirements are met, certain areas will re- 
main undeveloped for an interim period. In implementing the 
Official Plan during this interim period, such undeveloped 
areas shall be zoned for agriculture in order to preserve 
them for their particular urban uses as designated in the 
General Land Use Plan. 


b) Subdivision Control Applications for consent pursuant to 
Section ©60 of The Planning Act shall be considered within the 
principles and policies of this Plan. 


In considering a draft plan of subdivision 
the Planning Board and Council shall have regard to the pro- 
visions of this Plan and particularly to the requirements as 
shown in the neighbourhood cartograms. 


Furthermore, residential development shall 
only be considered and services for such development planned 
when a sound balance between residential and commercial- 
industrial assessment justifies such residential development. 


c) Public Works It is intended that all public works shall 
be undertaken in conformity with the provisions of this Plan. 


ad) Urban Renewal It is intended that the Town's main field of 
endeavour in this regard will be neighbourhood conservation 
measures - i.e. the upgrading of declining neighbourhoods 
through the provision of local improvements and the enforce- 
ment of building and zoning regulations. 


e) Downtown Area It is intended to undertake further studies 
of the area designated General BORE on Schedule "B", 
General Land Use Plan. 
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8. INTERPRETATION 


In dé..czrmining whether or not an amendment 
to the Plan is requirscd, special regard shall be had for 
the following: 


a) The definitions as explained under Section 4, General 
Land Use Plan and Neighbourhood Plan. 


b) The amendment subsections in Section 4, General Land 
Use Plan and Neighbourhood Plan. 


The boundaries between classes of land use 
designated in the Plan ere general only, except in the case 
of roads, railways and other definite physical barriers, and 
are not intended to define the exact limits of each class. 

It is intended, therefore, that minor adjustments may be made 
to these boundaries for the purposes of any amendment to the 
zoning By-law. This shall not be interpreted to mean that 
Schedules can be altered. Other than such minor changes, it 
is intended that no areas or districts shall be created that 
do not conform with this Plan in respect to land uses. 


Any change of a statement of policy or prin- 
ciple (including any change in the Neighbourhood cartogram 
figures) or the addition or deletion of a statement of policy 
or principle, shall require an amendment to the Plan. 


It is not intended to amend this Plan unless 
substantial evidence can be presented which will justify such 
an amendment. Notwithstanding the foregoing, the Council and 
Planning Board recognize that any unexpected or unusual growth 
and change may give rise to the need for modification and ad- 
justment to any planning programme, and amendments will be 
made to the Official Plan accordingly.

Gross Acreage (Neighbourhood) is the total of all neigh- 
bourhood uses contained therein. 


Density is the average number of persons per gross acre 
in the neighbourhood as proposed by this Plan. 


Population of a neighbourhood is the product of the gross 
acreage and the adopted density. 


Neighbourhood Commercial basis is 1 acre of site area per 
1,000 of neighbourhood population. 


Public School Site Requirements are based on 18% of pop- 
ulation being public school pupils. A 5 acre site is 
required for 500 pupils plus 1 additional acre per 200 
additional pupils. Minimum site area is 4 acres - based 
on the two-level system, i.e. Elementary (Public) and 
Secondary (High). 


Neighbourhood Parks basis is 24 acres per 1,000 persons.
